Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Dr. Paik, the Applicant of the instant application, described his 
invention to the examiner. Applicant states that the invention involves a sender sending an email that contains a chat 
request, to a receiver, wherein an IP address, an CHmail log-in ID and a port number are inserted into the header of 
the email. This header information would then be used by the receiver of the email to accept a chat attempt by the 
sender, in which a chat session between the sender of the email and the receiver of the email would then occur. The 
examiner questioned the enablement of such a method since chatting is in real time and emailing is not. Applicant 
responded by stating that the email receiver can only initiate a chat session when the sender is online. Examiner still 
does not have a clear understanding how using email to initiate a chat session is possible. Examiner further 
questioned whether this is some sort of Instant messaging wherein users are notified of other users status. Applicant 
states that this is not like AOL instant messaging but it uses an email protocol such as POP to construct the message 
that would contain a chat request and that chatting does not use a protocol. Examiner also points out that there are 
many grammatical errors in the specification and in the claims. Attomey Allred than requested assistance in amending 
claim 1. Examiner states that any assistance in amending the claims are only suggestions to correct grammatical 
errors and are not amendments to overcome any previous art or place the application In condition for allowance. 
Attorney then asked if claims are amended would examiner enter amendments since the case is in final rejection 
status. Examiner states that any amendments to the claims would require further search and examination and would 
therefore not be entered. No agreement to any proposed amendment was reached. 
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
